Lytle” on Fire, but Saved by o Patent ' Ex-
tingulsher.”

The Cincinnotl Gazetle of the 25th says: —

Instead of having to chronicle the deatruction
of one of the finest of the three splendid steam
ers ol the Lounlsville Mall line, and of recounting
the horrible epeenes and loss of life by fire and
water that generally accompany such a dis-
aster, it is our pleasing duty to write of her
deliverance nud retcne from such an end, by
the fortunate circumstances that, through the
liberality of the Presidest and owners, she was,

some four months ago, supplied with portable
fire extingnishers, one ol which, on Friday
evening last, was the sole means of saving this
vessel,

The Lytle left her wharf at Lounisville at the
regular hour on Friday evening last, April 22,

under the command ol Captain David Whitten.
There was, as usnal, a large number of passen-
gers on board, including many ladies and chil-
dren, besides her rogular quantity of freight.
The veesel had proceeded about thirty miles on
ber trip to this city, when, at about 6 o'clock
F. M., the chief pilot, Charles Dittman, who was
steering at the time, discovered smoke lssuing
from the deck convenlent tothe larboard smoke-
etack  Quick as thought he transferred his duty
to his assistant, Mr, M. C. Brehanny, who is a
registered pilot, and who was sitting at his side,
and repalring to the spot he digcovered the
#teamer to be on fire. He rushed below enly in
time to gee the flames and smoke simultaneously
break out through ene of the state-rooms. The
alarm flew over the ship, and promptly all hands
were at their posts, and buckets of water, which
were all ready filled, and standing within a few
feck of the blazing woodwork, were quickly
emptied n it, but secwliagly with no effect.
The eaptain lmmediately rushed to the pilet,
Mr. Brehauny, and ordered him (o ram the
Bteamer ou thore,

Nons Lut those who have been on bhoard a
eteamer when the alarm of fire goes round can
form any idea of the wild excitement and alarm
that prevaill. Deeds are done quickly and
sharp: and men at such a time, when a minute
Becomes, as it were, an hour, have an opportu-
nity of showing the almost sublime power of
what is known as rrusancu of mind. While the
flames were bursting forth and destroying the
beautiful, gilded ceiling and cornices of the

nd saloon, the steward ot the.vessel, Jacoh
zjm. appears on the scene with a red cylindri-
zal vessel on his back, which was marked **Uni-
wversal Fire Extinguisher,” and which had lald
®n its shelf in an obscure corner for the last four
months, regarded by many, no doubt, as an en-
tirely superfluous article of furniture; but now,
when lenst expected, the moment of danger had
come when its power was to be relied npen. The
famcet was turned, while the point of the little
keose was almed at the unafmrlng element,

Tue white expanding acid stream flew outand
ingtantly eve BI:lpot. it touched stopped blazing
and only smoked. All eyes saw that the ship
was saved. The order to run the fine vessel
ashore was countermanded, and she again re-
sumed her course. The flerce flames could
make no headway in the face of that tiny
stream gent forth from the little scientific
prodigy. In less than a minute the fire was
complete 3* extinguished. The whole occurrence

Ex-Judge Rumol,

Between 19 and 1 o'clock yesterday morning
ex-Judge Abram D. Rassel dropped off his chalr
at his residence, No. 124 Second avenue, New
York, and expired ina few minutes, He had
just come from the theatre with his family, and
was enjn,\'lns bis usnal cigar before retiring for
the night. Judge Russel was a native of South
Carelins, and was in his seventieth year. He
wont to New Yoik while yet quite young, in
company with his father, who had a high
stapding In the community. After gradao-
atilg he entered upon the study of law, and,
having been admitted to the bar, practiced very
r-m-:-vns[ull{ up the year 1857, when he became n
favorite with the Tammany Society and was
elected City Judge, holding office for four years.
He was gnccoeded by Judge MeCunn, who sub-
sequently resigned his office, and Judge Russel
was sppolnted to ll the vacancy on the Tth of
Jannary, 1804, In 1865 he was re-clected, and
continited in office up to the 81st of Decomber,
1569, He wasa candidate for re-slection, but
fuiled to receive the nomination from Tammany.
Beveral years ngo, when garroting was reduced
to a sclence, Judge Ru made an example of
a young wman brought before him for this
offense. He was eharged with robbery in the
first degree, and was sentenced te the Stato
Prison for forty years. After n few years the
Judge united in a petition to the Governor for his
pardon.

Penth of n Poet’s Sister.

The funeral of Miss Halleck, sister of the late
Fitz-Greene Halleck, took place at Gullford,
Conn., on Spturdsy afterncon. Among the old
friends of the poet present were Mr. Charles
Elliot, Judge Bette of New Haven, and General
Wilson, biographer of the poet. Miss Halleck
possessed these rare conversational powers that
characterized her brother, and very strongly
resembled him in disposition and personal ap-
pearance. She was the lnst of her family, and
with her death the race of the poet becomes
extinet.

TheN. Y. Herald publishes the following highly
lml]u)rlant. if true, despatch from Washington:

that soon after it was determined by the British
authorities to send an expedition to the Winni-
g country 1o suppress the rebellion there, Mr,
linister Thornton hinted to Becretary Fish that
it would be very desirable to have permission
to transport the Dominion troops ever the
United States territory or waters into the theatro
of war. Becretary Fish very plainly indi-
cated that the United Btates cuuld net grant
such  permission, Mr. Thornton, faeling
this to be not at all encouraging, or, perhaps,
not bavieg in the first place contemplated
actually nﬂklng permission, dropped the subject,
and no reference, I am informed, has since been
made to it in the official communication be-
tween the parties. Secretary Fish, however,
a8 [ nm rellably informed, brought the matter
before the attention of the President and his
Cabinet at a regular Cabinet meeting that
occurred soon after. The propriety of allowing
British troops to pass over our soil or through
our waters to the Red River conntry for the
purpose of pntting down a rebellion was fully
discussed, aud it was unanimonsly agreed that
guch a thing could not be permitted. Every
member of the Cablnet concarred in this view.
I take it that this anneuncement of the status
of the administration en so important a question
onght to sllence the mblings and wlings
of those people who have been deelaring for
weeks past that the President and Secretary
Fish would cheerfully yleld compliance to the
wiehes of the British authorities.
